DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-2, and 4-7 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for allowance: The instant application is directed 
to a method for monitoring the condition of a vehicle driver, comprising generating a warning 
signal for the driver when the calculated direction of travel exactly matches the actual position in 
the lane over the pre-selected period of time; selectively adding a test signal, which depends on 
the driving situation to the calculated direction of travel, and emitting the warning signal if the 
vehicle follows the test signal. The closest prior, Kaufinann et al. (Pub # US 2004/0262063). 
Kaufmann et al. disclose a steering system with lane keeping integration, which engages in 
autonomous mode after the operator, has maintained the vehicle within a tolerance band for a 
selected period of time with a chime, and then engages. He also discloses a torque nudge may be 
applied when the vehicle is approaching a lane marker in helper mode as a lane deviation 
warning. The reference, either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render the above 
limitation obvious.
